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MANAGERS’ REPORT. 


The Board of Managers of the Mackay Institution 
for Protestant Deaf-Mutes and Blind have the honor of 
presenting the twenty-third annual report, being for 
the year ending 31st July, 1893. 

The Managers have much pleasure in being able to 
report that during the past year the pupils’ health has 
been excellent and the progress made in their studies 
very satisfactory. The number on the roll was 52 and 
during the year several applications were received and 
accepted for children laboring under defective speech, 
the organs for which they were unable to use, althouch 
some of them hear quite distinctly. These pupils have 
been taught how to employ their tonoues, in the use of 
which they are rapidly becoming proficient and able to 
converse freely. 

As the knowledge of the school spreads the applica- 
tions for admittance increase, so that vacancies created 
by the elder pupils leaving are more than filled. The 
parents of the majority of the children can do little or 
nothing in aid of the funds of the Institute, and as no 
child that is eligible is declined, it leaves on the managers 
the responsibility of providing not only their education, 
but also in many instances their maintenance. 

Various improvements to the building and premises 
were made during the summer, detailed at length in 
the Superintendent’s report, tending toward efficiency 
and economy in working. 

The thanks of the Managers are due and hereby ten- 
dered to the Rev. Dr. Hunter, the Rey. Mr. Bushell 
and the Rev. Mr. McGillivray, for having kindly con- 
ducted the annual examinations, and their report 
presented herewith expressing their satisfaction with 
the pupils’ work and studies give the managers much 
pleasure.

SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT. 


To the Board of Management, Mackay Institution: 


In presenting the 23rd Annual Report of the work- 
ings of the departments of the Institution entrusted by 
you to my superintendence I have abundant reason for 
heartfelt thanks for the merciful care extended over 
us during the past year by our Heavenly Father. 

The conduct of the pupilsis deserving of the highest 
commendation. Their zeal and diligence in the class 
rooms as well as their upright behaviour during their 
recreation hours are such as to considerably lighten the 
otherwise onerous duties of teachers and supervisors. 

At the close of the school year, in June last, several 
of our large boys felt it incumbent on them to earn 
their own living, in which laudable resolve they have 
nobly succeeded. Rush Aldrich entered the Lyndon, 
Vt, Business College, where he fitted himself to take 
the position of book-keeper in a large grocery 


business, and Norman Wilsonis at present taking a, 


similar course in the Montreal Business College. 

The number of pupils enrolled is 52. The. present 
attendance is 50; 26 of whom are boys and 24 girls. 

The auricular class, formed one year ago, has been 
augmented by three more pupils. Children whose defi- 
cient hearing or imperfect speech debars them from the 
advantages ofa public school are eligible for this class, 
and the progress of those under instruction has been 
such as to fully satisfy the parents. Association with 
hearing children is very desirable for the deaf. It lessens 
their peculiarities and helps us in our endeavors to 
make them like people in possession of all their senses. 

In the Mackay Institution we use every means to sup- 
press the use of signs. The children who can not artic- 
ulate resort to the one hand alphabet, the others use 
their tongues. The latter are seated at one table dur- 
ing meal times and chatter as much as they please, aud 
are otherwise encouraged in the habitual use of speech. 
In a small school like ours proper classification is no 


| 
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easy matter, the more so as we aim to eive every new 
pupil an opportunity to acquire spoken laneuage, 

The blind class consists of three pupils, boys. Chas 
Forrest, who had for two years been instructed in piano 
tuning and was employed in Mr Lindsay’s establish- 
ment in this city, was forced on account of his increased 
deafness to give up his promising position and- is now 
acquiring a knowledge of basket and willow work at 
the Brantford, Ontario, Institution for the Okra. these 
trades not having yet been introduced here. To the 
young ladies of Cote St. Antoine we acknowledge our 
indebtedness for their daily readines to this class. 

But one change occurred in the teaching staff. Miss 
Hdith Terrill, for over five years head teacher, resiened 
to be united in marriage with Dr. J. M. Forster, of Ham- 
ilton, Ont. Miss Terrill had receiyed her training at the 
Mackay Institution and was a faithful. zealous worker. 
On leaving your service she was the erateful recipient 
of a handsome wedding gift from your Board. 

Our attending Physician, Dr. Douelas Corsan. who for 
many years had given his services eratuitously, sever- 
ed his connection with the Institution as he was leay- 
ing the city. Dr. Corsan’s skill, fidelity and devotion 
to our pupils merit our grateful acknowledgements. 

Dr. Frank Lockhait was elected to fill Dr. Corsan’s 
place and has already won the confidence and esteem 
oftour household. To Dr. E. P. Williams we are also 
indebted for numerous professional visits and to Dr. H. 
S. Birkett, Montreal's celebrated aurist. who during the 
year visited the Institution several times to examine 
and treat the children, and to Dr. F. A. Buller, oculist 
and Dr. J. C. Nichol, dentist, we are under compliments 
for professional services rendered. 

With such skilled care and attention, combined with 
unusual advantages of large play grounds and a home 
with every comfort, our children should be exempt from 
all ailments, but they sometimes come to us with the 
seeds of inherent diseases, and no care can ward off the 
inevitable. ~ 

Harold Chapman. aged 11, a bright little boy from 
St. Johns, Newfoundland, had been with us but eight 
months when he succumbed to an inherited disease of 
tuberculosis of the stomach. He lingered at his home 
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for a iew months and died in August last. This is the 
only death among the inmates of the Institution I haye 
to record, although there were two other cases of seri- 
ous illness among the pupils. Adam Hewetson, from 
Cailfornia, suffered ed a severe attack of rheumatism 
followed by chorea. Through the unremitting atten- 
tion of his kind guardian, Dr. Williams, he recovered 
and is again a member of our happy little f family. 

It was gyth deep regret we were informed of the 
death of hiss Learmont, who for many years had been 
one of the kindest friends of our Institution, Her in- 
terest in the prin was evidenced by her many gifts 
to them. No Christmas was allowed to pass without 
being made happier by her thoughtfalness. 

The spiritual needs of the pupils have been well 
looked after by the Rev. Mr. Bushell and the Rev. Mr. 
McGillivray, who conduct service at the Institution 
every two weeks. On Sunday afternoons students 
from the Episcopal, Presbyterian, Methodist and Con- 
gregational theological colleges alternate in giving re- 
ligious instruction. Several of our advanced pupils 
have become members of the Melville Presbyterian 
Church, and some are now being made ready for con- 
firmation in the Episcopal Church. 

The industrial training of our boys and girls receives 
the attention its importance merits. The boys in the 
carpentry shop become dexterous workmen and those 
in the printing office expert type-setters and good 
pressmen. As mentioned in previous reports we are 
indebted to Mr. James Penny for a constant supply of 
work for the printing office in the shape of Can: adian 
Pacific Railway orders. 

Dressmaking and chair caning are taught to the girls. 
Miss Bolger takes charge of the sewing department. 

During the summer months, under the direction of 
our President, Mr. F. W olferstan Thomas, important 
alterations were effected in the bath-rooms, and numer- 
ous other necessary repairs and improvements made. 

The rooms were whitewashed, the woodwork 
took on anew coat of varnish, new hard wood 
floors were laid in the classrooms and basement, and 
out of doors, the galleries, etc., were repainted. The 


renovating process was completed by the re-opening of 
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school in September, when the building was in perfect 
repair, and presented a picture of comfort and neatness 
that could not tail to satisfy the most exacting parent.

EXAMINERS’ REPORT. 


The Rey. Principal Rexford, the Rev. Dr. Smyth and 
the Rev. Dr. Hunter were selected as examiners for 
1895. In the unavoidable absence of Principal Rexford 
and Dr, Smyth, the Rev.. Edward Bushell. B.A., and 
the Rey. J. McGillivray consented to act in their stead. 

The examinations were conducted in the Institute on 
Monday, May Ist, and lasted nearly four hours. The 
pupils, numbering 48 in all, were present, with the ex- 
ception of cne who wasill. and Mrs. Asherolt, the e h- 
cient Superintendent, and her staff of teachers were on 
hand to direct the mode of procedure, and facilitate the 
work of examination. 

The pupils in the preparatory year were first present- 
ed. Some of these seemed like mere infants, and their 


work at the black-board was not more eratifyne than 
surprising. Asfamiliar objects were presented to view 
their names were correctly written in a moment, show- 
ing how perfectl, they understood the questions pro- 
posed and the work they were asked to do. 

Next came the primary classes who dealt with words 
and sentences, as well as simple examples in addition. 
while the pupils of the intermediate classes were quite 
at home in the construction of sentences and the arrange- 
ment of nouns, verbs; adjectives and prepositions. The 
names of qualities, and the descriptions of actions, sim- 
ple problems in arithmetic, and questions in_ history, 
completed the examination without a single failure. 

The senior classes were prompt in writing simple, 
and compound sentences, and correct in describing 
persons and objects, and gave evidence of a eood know- 
ledge of composition. In Scripture history and in 
French and Enelish history they have made remark- 
able progress, and examiners in ihese departments will 
do well to brush up their history before facine these 
classes, i 

It should be mentioned that geography forms a part 
of the course of instruction in both the senior and in- 


as 
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termediate classes, and the pupils are quite familiar 
with the geography of our own Province and Domin- 
100i, 

The rendering of the hymn “Nearer My God to 
Thee” by the girls of the senior class in the sien lan- 
ouage, revealed a orace of elocution and a reverence of 
expression beautiful and touching in the extreme. 

The class in articulation engaged special attention 
The exercise was conducted by Mrs. Asheroft, and the 
method of teaching is most inevenious and successful. 
but it requires ereat patience and perseverance. Articles 
such as tea, suadar and ta 10CAa, ln olass bottles, were 
exhibited to the pupils, who readily, and in most in- 
stances distinctly, pronounced their names. One of the 
examiners mentioned the number cf his children and 
the age of his youngest son, when the words were 
caught from his lips and repeated correctly and dis- 
tinctly. The value of such a system of instruction can- 
not be over-estimated, as it opens to this class of afflicted 
ones the door to higher education—evyen a university 
course. 

It was our pleasure to visit the art room and inspect 
an interesting variety of portrait and landscape draw- 
ings, Which compare favorably with similar produc- 
tionsin our public schools. The same may be said of the 
geographical maps, which reflect great credit on the 
young artists by whom they were designed. 

In the Institute provision is also made for the educa- 
tion of the blind, and it was interestine to see and hear 
tbe two boys composing this class, read with consider- 
able rapidity portions of the New Testament, and trace 
the map of Europe, giving boundaries, mountains, cap- 
itals, ete. These boys are also well upin Canadian 
history. 

The specimens of needle-work arranged on a table 
in the large school room were pronounced by the ex- 
aminers first class, according to their limited ability to 


judge, and they certainly prove that the girls are not 
Juag 4 a 


ignorant of this important item of housekeeping 

~The mechanical department is in a building by 
itself. Here the boys are taught cabinet-making, 
wood-carving and printing—the blind pupils learning 
chair-caning and piano tuning. Specimens of printing 
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Were submitted, which the best city office would not 
be ashamed of, and the furniture of the Institute, 
manuiactured in the cabinet shop, will compare 
favorably with that found in our best show rooms: 
The hour of lunch found us in the neat and comfort- 
able dining hall where teachers and pupils take their 
meals. Among the well cooked dishes on the tables, 
there were some prepared by the willing hands of those 
girls who had undergone a course of instruction at the 


Montreal School of Cookery. There was the absence of 


the confusion of tongues characteristic of the boarding 
school dinner hour, but conversation went on rapidly 
in the sign language, and every face was radiant with 
smiles. It is indeed a happy home. 

The examiners cannot close their report without ex- 
pressing their appreciation of the perfect order seen in 
every department of the Institute, the evident pains- 
taking of the teachers and the managers of the trades 


departments, and, above all, the ability and energy of 


the lady superintendent, whose duties might well tax 
the energies of the strongest man.

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We would specially direct the attention to the course ot study of those 
parents, who have withdrawn or who intend to withdraw their children before 
they have made the progress in their education which the School affords, and 
which is necessary, and to point out that they are doing a life-long injury 
to their afflicted children, to whom education is the greatest boon that can 
be given. Much to be piticd, as is the wholly uneducated deaf-mute, shut 
off from almost all intelligent intercourse with his fellow mortals, yet it is 
doubtful whether he feels his position as keenly as one whose mind has been 
opened to the consciousness that there is more knowledge (and higher posi- 
tions attainable), from which he is debarred, because of the limited instruc- 
tion received. 

The ignorant deaf-mute, even if an object of charity, may be comparatively 
content, from the absence of knowledge and understanding ; while the semi- 
educated, with his awakened and crudely developed reasoning powers, has 
the ambitions, but is minus the ability of the highly educated, and cannot 
consequently be particularly happy and contented, in contrast with which 
tne well educated deaf-mute may aspire, attain, and keep himself abreast with 
the world at large, and enjoy the society of his fellowmen. 

There will be instances where pupils will not get through the course in 
the time specified. Irregularity in attendance, ill-health, deficier of 
intellect, physical defect or chronic laziness may all be mentioned as retard- 
ing elements, and all of which have to be considered.

By-Laws cf the Mackay Institution for Protestant Deaf-Mutes 
and the Blind. 


I. For the supervision of the affairs of the Corporation 
there shall be a Board of Governors, which shal] be 
composed of not more than twenty-five Life-Governors, 
being those persons of either sex who shall have sub- 
scribed the sum of five hundred dollars or upwards to 
the Institution, and who shall not be in arrear on ant 

-all made on such subse ee sum, and of the Governors 
ex-officio as called for by the amendment to the charter 
consequent upon the donation of Joseph Mackay, Esgq., 
and of a like number of Elective Governors of either 
sex, to be chosen and elected at the he tes General 
Meeting of the Corporation, for one year only, from 
‘those who shall have subscribed in one sum not less 
than one hundred dollars to the Institution, or who 
shall subscribe a sum of not less than twenty-five 
dollars as an annual subscription for not less than five 
years ; Brevik led always, that no person shall be a Goy- 
ernor who shall not be of the Protestant faith 1; and that 
if there be more than twenty-five persons qualified to 
be Life-Governors of the Corporation, the twenty-five 
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persons, who being otherwise qualified have priority 
in the order of their subscription, shall be such Life- 
Governors. 

Il. The immediate management and conduct of the 
Institution shall be vested ina Board of Managers, of 
not less than twelve in-number, who shall act for three 
years, one-third retiring annually, as fixed by By-Law 
No. 10: and such Board shall cause minutes of their 
proceedings and acts to be duly kept, and shall from 
time to time report the same to the board of Governors, 
as may be provided by any by-law, rule or regulation to 
that effect, and the Board of Managers may bein whole 
or in part of either sex, and shall be elected at a meet- 
ino of the Board of Governors to be held on the first 
Saturday of November of each year. The Board of 
Governors shall also then elect a President, three Vice- 
Presidents, three Lady Directresses, Secretary-Treas- 
urer and Physician, who shall be members of the Board 
of Managers and be elected annually. 

III. The Annual General Meeting of the Corporation 
for the election of Governors and the transaction of 
business shall be held on the last Saturday in October 
of each year, at which meeting the scale of voting shall 
be as follows: For annual subscribers of not less than 
five dollars, and all persons paying for the maintenance 
or education of any inmate of the asylum, one vote; for 
contributors of larger sums, one vote in addition for 
each five dollars subscribed But no subseriber or 
contributor shall have more than twenty votes. 

IV. At all meetings of the Corporation, or the Board 
of Governors, or the Board of Managers, the voting 
shall be open unless a ballot is demanded by a sub- 
scriber then present. § 

V. The Board of Managers shall meet on the first 
Tuesday of each month, at which meetings, as well as 
at those of the Board of Governors, three shall consti- 
tute a quorum. They sball have full control over the 
collection, investment and expenditure of’ all monies 
belonging to the Corporation, with the exception of the 
purchase, mortgage or sale of real estate, any of which 
will requre the concurrence of a majority of the Board 
of Governors at a meeting called for the purpose, by 
written notice to its members at the time, place and 
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object of the meeting, a week before the date thereof. 

It shall be the duty of the Board of Managers to 
audit, inspect and approve all accounts, and to order or 
refusé payment of the same, to engage and discharge 
all servants to the Corporation and to fix their wages. 
They shall have the general charge and care of the 
property of the Corporation, and they shall have power 
and it shall be their duty to carry out and maintain 
those objects for which the Corporation has been es- 
tablished, and to oversee and control—subject to the By- 
Laws—eyverything connected with the management. 
thereof, 

The Board of Managers shall submit to the Board of 
Governors at the annual meting of the Corporation, a 
general report of their operations and a full statement 
of the accounts for the year ending the 30th June 
past, and these accounts and statements shall be audited 
before each annual ineeting by an accountant who shall 
be appointed for that purpose annually by the Board of 
Managers. 

VI. All warrants for payment shall be signed by the 
President, or in his absence by the Vice-President and 
by the Secretary-Treasurer. 

VII 1t shall be the duty of the Secretary-Treasurer to 
keep regular minutes of the proceedings at the meetings 
of the Board of Managers, as well as of the Sub-Com- 
mittees, and to lay the minute book containing the same 
before the Board of Governors at each of their meetings. 
He shall also vive written notice to each member of the 
Board of Managers of all meetings. All accounts of 
expenditure shall pass through his hands, and shall be 
laid by him once a month before the Board of Managers 
for their examination and approval, preparatory to their 
being discharged; he shall also sign all warrants for 
the payment of such accounts, and he shall keep a 
correct account in the books of the Corporation of 
receipts and expenditures, and produce the bank-book 
of the Institution for the inspection of the Managers. 

VIII. All and every the funds and property of the 
Corporation shall be appropriated and applied solely for 
the purpose of the Corporation, and the payment of all 
such outlays and expenditures as may legitimately be 
incurred in connection therewith, and for carrying into 


~ 
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effect the objects contemplated by the Act of Incorpora- 
tion, subject, however, to the special provisions con- 
tained in that Act; provided always that any surplus 
amount shall be from time to time invested in public 
securities or in the security of moriagages within the 
city of Montreal, or in bonds of Public IJnstitution, or 
such other securities as a resolution of the Managers 
may direct and no other, and the said Corporation shall 
have power to mortgage on itsimmoyvable property all 
or any part of the purchase money thereof, or for the 
pupose only of obtaining funds for the erection and 
maintenance of the building or buildings necessary for 
the Institution 

IX. The Board of Managers shall at their monthly 
meeting, appoint twomembers as a Visiting Committee 
whose duty it shall be to visit the Institution and 
supervise its management during the ensuing month. 

X. The one-third of the eee’ rs who shall retire 
annually nape gee to re-election shall be the first names 
on the roll of the Managers for the past year. 

XI. Any vacancy caused by the death, resignation or 
permanent disability of any Elective Governor shall be 
filled by the election, by the remaining Governors of a 
duly qualified person to supply his place. Any vacancy 
in the Board of Managers occurring by the death, resig- 
nation or permanent disability of any member thereof, 
shall be filled by the election, by the Board of Managers, 
ofa qualif ied member to su pply such vacancy, and the 
term of office of such person so elected shall be the same 
as that of the person whom he replaced. 

XII. Any of these By-Laws may be altered, repealed 
or suspended by contsent of two-thirds of the members 
present at the annual meeting or at a meetiug of the 
Board of Governors specially convened for that pur pose 
provided that such alteration, repeal or suspension 
shall have been specified in the notice summoning the 
meeting. A month’s notice shall be given of ‘such a 
meeting, and it shall be convened on the written request 
of the subscribers. 
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TERMS OF ADMISSION. 


The Mackay Institution for Deaf-Mutes and the 
Blind is a BOARDING SCHOOL for the education 
and moral industrial training of Protestant Deaf- 
Mutes and the Blind, It is not an asylum. 


I. Any deaf and dumb child who is not deficient in 
intellect, not subject to fits, not labouring under any 
infectious disorder, has been vaccinated or has had 
small pox, and is of good moral character. : 

II. Any partially deaf child, whose hearing is too 
defective to admit of his acquiring an education in the 
public schools. 

III. Any child whose defective speech may be im- 
proved or cured by a course in the articulation classes 
of the Institution. 

IV. The fees to be charged to paying pupils will be 
learned on application to the Secret ary or Superinten- 
dent. These fees are to be paid quarterly in advance. 
In poor or special cases the Managers, on presentation 
of the facts, may reduce their regular rates for tuition 
and board, and are prepared to receive indigent pupils 
free on a recomméndation to that effect from reliable 
parties. . 

V. Pupils will be admitted into the Institution 
between the ages of five and eighteen ; special cases 
being older will be taken into consideration. 

VI. The duties of the school will commence on the 
second Wednesday in September annually. 

VIL. The annual vacation will commence on the third 
Wednesday in June, when all the pupils go home for 
the holidays. 

VIII. The pupils are allowed two weeks’ vacation at 
Christmas, but are specially requested to return 
promptly.

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RULES AND REGULATIONS. 


I. The male and female pupils while in the Institution are to be kept se- 
parate, and to remain in their respective departments, meeting together only 
in the school-room for instruction and worship, and in the dining-room for 
meals, and then they are to be in charge of a teacher, or of some other re- 
sponsible person. 

II. The girls, when out of school hours, to be in charge of the House- 
keeper or an assistant teacher, and when out of doors to be in charge of some 
responsible person appointed by the Superintendent. Non-paying pupils are 
to be made useful about the Institution out of school hours. 

III. The boys out of school hours, and in the workshops, to be in charge 
of a teacher or the supervisor. 

IV. The boys and girls under 12 years of age, to retire at 8 p.m. punctu- 
ally, and all the rest of the pupils at 9 pm. 

V. The pupils are not to leave the Institution without the permission of 
the Superintendent. 

VI. None of the pupils are to leave, or to be kept from their regular stu- 
dies, without the permission of their teachers. Hours for study to be fixed 
by the Superintendent. The pupils are to be in school from 9 to 12 and 1 30 
to 3 30 p.m. 

VII. No person, not connected with the Institution, is allowed to stay or 
take any meal, or sleep in it without the special permission of the Superin- 
tendent. Parents of pupils cannot be accommodated with a night’s lodging. 

VIII. Service to be held Sunday afternoon at 3 p.m., at which deaf-mutes 
from the city may attend, but they are not to be allowed to go through the 
building without the permission of the Superintendent. 

IX, The Caretaker is to see that the lights are extinguished at 10 pm. 
and the premises properly secured. He is also forbidden to keep more than 
20 (twenty) gallons of coal oil in the building, and he must use the greatest 
care with the lamps. He is also to take entire charge of the furnaces, and 
to see that the water tanks are kept well filled. The lighting of the range, 
removal of ashes, and the cleaning of the water closets are to be the Care- 
taker’s duties. To see that two pails of water are kept standing in each 
bath-room for use in case of fire, and to perform all other duties assigned him 
by the Superintendent. 

X. The junior pupils are not to have access to their bed-rooms from the 
morning until the time of retiring, unless with permission. 


XI. The cnildren are to proceed to and from their meals in line. 

XII. At the end of cach table some one nominated by the Superintendent 
shall be placed to superintend the pupils at their meals. 

XIII. The bed-rooms of the girls are to be visite by the Housekeeper, 
and those of the boys by the male teacher on duty, before 9 30 o’clock every 
night, to see that the lights are extinguished, and all things in order. 

XIV. It is imperative for each pupil of suitable age to devote the alloted 
time to whichever of the three trades, taught in the Institution, he exhibits 
the most talent for. 

XV. Each parent or guardian should deposit with the Superintendent a 
sum of not less than five dollars, to defray incidental expenses, repairs of 
boots, etc, any part of which remaining unexpended at the close of the ses- 
sion will be returned.
